in that space is so great that the building is being damaged. Recently, 
extensive reinforcing of split beams has been necessary arid your organi- 
zation has indicated that further repairs may be required. To further 
complicate the situation, elements of the Navy now housed in that build- 
ing are expected to expand during the fiscal year 1950 to the extent 
that the space utilization figures will be brought down to 80 sq. ft. 
per person. 


In order that organizational units of the Department of the Navy may 
remain intact | | it is requested that space 

presently assigned to C.l.A. therein be withdrawn from that agency and as- 
signed to the National Military Establishment.
